1 . THE WEEKEND PAPERS REPORT THAT RHODESIA AND 
MOZAMBIQUE ARE MOVING RAPIDLY TOWARDS A STATE OF OPEN 
WAR, AND THERE IS A SUGGESTION THAT THE U.S. SHOULD HELP 
BRITAIN TO AVOID A BLOOD BATH. MONDAY S PAPERS SAY THAT 
IAN SMITH'S RETURN TO THE CONFERENCE IS EXPECTED TO MARK 
ITS TURNING POINT, ONE WAY OR ANOTHER.
